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1 . The affidavits filed on December 12, 2005 under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to overcome 
the LO reference. Therefore, the finality of the rejection of the last Office is hereby withdrawn 
by the examiner, 

2. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 1-13 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claimed "apparatus", "media 
access controller", "physical layer device", "gigabit media independent interface", "ten bit 
interface", and "means for multiplexing" as in claim 1, "means for controlling" as in claim 4, 
"media interface", "media access controller", and "physical layer device" as in claim 8, "media 
access controller", "physical layer device", "gigabit media independent interface", and "ten bit 
interface" as in claim 13, all must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1. 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended " If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

4. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, lines 2-3, it is unclear as to what is intended to be the claim limitation for 
reciting "whereby the standards of EEEE 802 are complied". That is, it is unclear as to what parts 
or portions of the standards of IEEE 802 will be considered as the intended claim limitation. 
Lines 3-4, "the gigabit media independent interface", and "the ten bit interface", each lacks 
antecedent basis. 

In claim 8, line 2, it is unclear as to what is intended to be the claim limitation for reciting 
"complies with the standards of IEEE 802". That is, it is unclear as to what parts or portions of 
the standards of EEEE 802 will be considered as the intended claim limitation. Line 3, "the ten 
bit interface operation" lacks antecedent basis. 

In claim 12, line 1, it is improper for reciting "Apparatus" in the preamble since it is the 
media interface claimed in claim 8 which the claim depends on. It is also unclear as to what 
"CRS" and "COL" stands for. 

In claim 13, line 2, it is unclear as to what is intended to be the claim limitation for 
reciting "comply with the standards of IEEE 802". That is, it is unclear as to what parts or 
portions of the standards of IEEE 802 will be considered as the intended claim limitation. Line 
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3, "the gigabit media independent interface", and "the ten bit interface", each lacks antecedent 
basis. Line 10, "the interface" has no clear antecedent. 

In addition, Claim 8 is rejected as vague and indefinite since the claim recites only a 
single means (i.e. media interface) and thus encompasses all possible means for performing a 
desired function. See Ex parte Bullock, 1907 CD, 93; 127 O.G. 1580. 

5. Claims 1-13 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Mills et al, Smith et al, Gibson et al., and Chadha et al. are additional cited to show the 
common feature of interfacing between MAC and PHY similar to the claimed invention.
